Office of Justice of Peace 


by Going to War.

Attorney G eneral M aynard 


Into 
the Details of 
Case. 


Goes 


the 


Attorney General Fred A. Maynard 
has sustained the position of Capt, 
Frank P. Graves in the belief that he 
did not vacate his office of justice of 
the pcace when he went to Cuba to 
fight the Spaniards. In an opinion 
sent to Capt. Graves the attorney gen­ 
eral says: 


“In 1896 you were elected to the office 
of justice of the peace in and for the 
city of Benton Harbor for the term of 
four years from and after the 4th day 
of July 189Q, and duly qualified and en­ 
tered upon the discharge of the duties 
of said office. On the 18th day of May, 
1898, you accepted a commission as 
captain in the «‘{3d regiment of Michi­ 
gan volunteer infantry and soon there­ 
after left the state in company with 
your regiment, returning to Benton 
Harbor about the 4th day of September, 
1898. and at this time are about to be 
mustered out of the service of the 
United States. That prior to your 
leaving the city of Benton Harbor you 
notified the city authorities that you 
didn’t intend to vacate or abandon the 
office of justice of the peace, but would 
return at the earliest possible moment 
and resume the duties thereof. 


“That upon the 22nd day of Septem­ 
ber, 1S98, the common council of the 
city of Benton Harbor attempted to de­ 
clare the office of justice of the peace 
to which you had been elected, vacant 
by reason of the fact that you hail ac­ 
cepted such commission in the service 
of the United States army. 


“In the light of these facts, you wish 
to kuow whether or not, as a matter of 
law. a vacancy was created in your 
office by reason of the fact that you ac­ 
cepted a commission as captain in the 
United States volunteer army. 


••The only provision in our state con* 
stiLution'that bus a bearing on the mat­ 
ter is Sec. 5, Article VII., which pro­ 
vides: ‘No elector shall be deemed to 
have gained or lost a residence by rea­ 
son of his being employed in the ser­ 
vice of the United States or of this 
state’ etc., and this provision of the 
constitution does away with any ques­ 
tion that could be raised on the theory 
of your having removed from the state 
or the city of Benton Harbor. 


“Act 215 of the Public Acts of 1895, 
being the charter for cities of the 4th 
class, of which Benton Harbor is one, 
does not provide for the removal of 
justices of the peace from office, and I 
am therefore of the opinion that this 
question rests entirely with the gen­ 
eral laws of the state, but said charter 
does provide in Sec. 15 of Chapter V, 
that a removal from the city vacates 
the office, but this question is not in 
this case as I have pointed out, by rea­ 
son of the constitutional 
provision 
which is quoted above.” 


Following this are several typewrit­ 
ten pageB showing for what causes an 
officer may be removed and citing 
authorities without limit on the sub­ 
ject. He sums up the matter as follows: 
“It would be possible for me to quote 
at great length from the many cases 
laying down this doctrln as the com­ 
mon law rule on the question of incora- 
f»atibilitv, but the rule as above stated 
s so well and firmly established that I 
cannot see how it would be possible to 
seriously question it, and in the ab­ 
sence of any constitutional or statutory 
provision in this state, whereby the 
rule at common law is changed, and 
our constitution expressly stating that 
an elector shall not gain or lose a resi­ 
dence by reason of bis being employed 
by the state or being employed by the 
United States, I am of the opinion that 
a vacancy does not exist in the office of 
Justice of the Peace for the city of 
Benton Harbor to which you were 
elected and qualified. 


“Sec. 1222 of the revised statutes of 
the United States* which is as follows: 
‘No officer of the army on the active 
list shall hold any civil office, whether 
by election or appointment, and «very 
such offioer who aooepte or exercises 
the functions of a dvU office shall 
thereby otaae tobeaa .ofltoer of tho 


/ c ‘ 
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army, and his commission 
shall be 
thereby fvacated’ is an army regula­ 
tion of the United States and pertains 
to the regular United States army and 
has absolutely nothing whatever to do 
with creatiug a vacancy in a ciyil 
office in this state.” 


City Attorney Hicks was asked con­ 
cerning the decision today but he did 
not care to express on opinion until he 
had the opinion of the attorney gener­ 
al. “If the attorney general,” he said, 
“decides the office is not vacant the 
resolution passed by the council does 
not make the office vacant.” 
Mr. 
Hicks is inclined to be fair in the mat­ 
ter and only wants to keep the law. It 
is likely that the resolution passed a 
week 
ago will 
be 
rescinded 
at 
the council meeting Monday evening. 


ARE QUENCHED. 


Rain ¿Almost Entirely Stops Forest

Whole dairy herds have 
been roasted alive, literally, by the 
hundred, one man alone having count­

his own choice 
stock burned to a cinder in his pad­ 
dock. 
Sheep, too. have perished 
in 
large numbers. 
At Sea View, a small 
township on 
the Strezlecki 
rang^es. 
ab'jut twelve miles south of AVarrugiil. 
W. Graham owned a .splendid dairy 
farm and a choice dJilry herd of 130 
cows, one of the flnoKl in Glppsland. 
On Monday afternoon, after separat­ 
ing the milk, Mr. Gralium conveyed 
the cream to the factory at iîear Creek. 
A Journey which he accunipliHhed daily. 
Jle reached the depot all riiçht as usu­ 
al, and on hl.s return got as far as Mr. 
Long's house, which is about half way, 
when he found the hush on fire right 
ahead a t a iiolnt wiiere the track w as

sparks and burning timber ft*ll around 
him. 
His horse, its if guided by In­ 
stinct, kept by Its m aster’s side with 
its nose to the ground.

About 22 per cent, in each 100 families 
resident in the state uf Massachusetts 
live in homes which they uwn, free of 
Incumbrance, and oC this uund)er about 
4 per ccnt. live on iarms.

to the latest figures compiled by the 
M assachusetts bureau of 
labor sta ­ 
tistics, more than 62 in every 100 fami­ 
lies In the slate live in homes, which 
they rent, 
other 
than 
farms; only 
about 1 per cent, of the families in 
the entire state live on rented farms. 
These figures are based on an aggre­ 
gate state population of 2,240,000, the 
total number of faiuiiies being 480,000 
and the average number of persons 
to a family 4.67. Of the whole number 
oC families about 35,000 live on farms, 
and the others, numbering in tlte ag­ 
gregate about 445,000, live in homes u»s* 
tlnct from farms. 
As to values only 
those pertaining to 
the 
incumbered 
farms and homes have been compiled. 
The aggregate value of the laortgaged 
farms Is figured a t 128,250,000, and the 
aggregate amount of mortgage indebt­ 
edness thereon was about $12,000,000, or 
41,88 per cent, of the total value. The 
agf^regate value of the homes owned 
by the 57,300 families living in m ortgag­ 
ed homes distant from farm s was I228,« 
#46,292 at the period when these figures 
were 
compiled, 
and 
the 
aggregate 
am ount of indebtedness on these homes 
was 1102,950,000, or about 45.03 per cent, 
of the total value. 
It was shown that 
the mortgage indebtedness on farm s— 
about 64.47 per cent~w as incurred for 
tbe purchase of the property; 7.63 per 
cent, for improvements after purchase, 
6.97 per cent, for purchase and im­ 
provements combined, and the bi^iance. 
30.93 per cent., for various reasons. Of 
the total, however, S3.75 per cent, was 
incurred for legitimate business rea­ 
sons, not Indicating failure, 
lack of 
thrift, or misfortune. Of the indebted­ 
ness on homes 51.14 per cent, was in­ 
curred for purchase; 23,52 per cent, for 
Improvements, 6.84 per cent, for pur­ 
chase and improvements combined, and 
the balance, 18,50 per cent., for various 
reasons. 
The 
investigation 
showed 
that 91.48 per cent, of this indebtedness 
'w as not In any way connected with 
reasons indicating failure, lack of thrift 
or misfortune.

ready to increase th eir risks to extend 
business or m ake new ventures. 


S tate factory inspectors report

has also been an im provem ent in all lines 
of transportation, but a reduction 
in 
th e forces of express and railroad com ­ 
panies.

devices to th e ir systems.

coveries in copper and iron in the 
u pper peninsula have resulted in a 
scarcity of labor there.

The silver coinage consists of the 
most incongruous varieties. 
Besides 
Biitish a number of coins, fractions and 
multiples of the “ gilder,” enter largely 
into circulation. These are known as 
the “ bitt” (4d.), “ half bitt,” the “ two 
bitts,” the “ gilder” (being 83 cents, or 
Is. 4d.), and even a peculiar three half­ 
penny piece is still extant, although 
eagerly sought for by collectors. 


All these coins are of great and in­ 
teresting variety, incident on the trans­ 
fer of the colony from the Dutch and 
the once distinct governments of Berbice 
and Demerara andEssequibo, long since 
amalgumated. 


Of copper coins the penny is known 
08 a “ gill,” while tbe humble baubee 
becomes a “ cent. ” Faithings were once 
introduced, but were regarded with con­ 
tempt and suspicion, except by a few 
Chinamen, who succeeded in passing 
them in their brightness for half sover­ 
eigns. 


To instance the confusion resulting, 
113^d. is here described os “ two bitts 
and a half and a gill and a c e n t” —

§ld .hey can be fed wheat screenings 
ind other cereals. 
A mixture of corn 
meal and wheat bran moistened with 
uiilk is also much relished by them a t 
this age. After they are several months 
¡)ld, if let to run at large, they will 
readily find their ownfood in the form 
5f grasshoppers, etc. 


The greatest difflculty in caring for 
jroung turkeys is to keep them freo 
from lice and 
daihpness, both 
being 
fatal to them. They should be kept iu 
their crop in perfectly dry quarters 
during the night and until the dew la 
Dff the grass in the m orning,after which 
they might be prem itted to enjoy their 
freedom. 


The hen and her young should be 
examined occasionally, and if found to 
be infested with lice, she should be 
lusted with insect powder. These are 
issentials in successful turkey raising 
^nd should be carefully looked after. 
A flne flock of turkeys is well worth 
:he care it requires to raise them. 


Give the breeding flock plenty of 
room to exercise, nothing less than full 
range of the farm, if you are in posses­ 
sion of one. They will need but littlo 
feed during the summer months if al­ 
lowed to roam abont the fields where 
they please. During the winter monih.«i 
they should have excess to plenty of 
food in the shape of various kinds of 
srain. 
Turkeys cannot be 
overfed: 
they instinctively eat only as much as 
Lhey need. 


Roosting places should also be pro­ 
vided for them, in the form of sheds. 
Turkeys always seek a high 
roosting 
place, generally roosting to limbs o£ 
uees in order to escape danger from 
Dnemies that might reach them from 
the ground. The limbs of trees ,how- 
3ver,are not suitable roosting places as 
the turkeys are thus exposed to cold 
and severe storm s,therefor they should 
he trained to roost in a shed of some 
liind.

Kugai beets are likely to be put to a 
new use. The people of certain por­ 
tions of Texas are now shipping to the 
market what they call “sugar lambs.” 
These lambs are 
fed on sugar beets, 
Bugar beet pulp, and finally finished on 
forn. 
This feed is said to give a flavor 
to the young mutton, which is superior 
to that produced by any 
other 
feed 
known. The lambs prepared as above 
bring from five to ten cents per hun­ 
dred lbs. more in the 
m arket than 
when prepared in any other way. 
in 
Tiixas sugar beets bring at the factory 
$4 a ton, and sheep men from the Pecos 
Valley say that the beets used for fat­ 
tening the 
iambs are 
really 
worth 
$4.50 to $0 per ton. As a result of this 
new industry there will be hundicds 
of acres more of beets planted this year 
than last season. 
In some of the Wes­ 
tern States, notably in Northern Colo­ 
rado, lamb 
feeders are 
particularly 
anxious to secure a supply of 
sugar 
bceis for next fall’s feeding. 


This subject is of vital importance 
to sheep feeders. 
Sugar beets can be 
easily grown here, and if they will do 
w hat is claimed for them In the way 
of producing a finely flavored mutton It 
will pay our farmers to give attention 
to the matter. Moreover, if the sugar 
beet pulp w^ill serve the same purpose 
as the sugar beet, the 
fattening of 
lambs lu connection with a sugar beet 
factory would be a profitable adjunct.
